Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1958  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  district* 

In  the  body  of  this  report  are  shown  all  the 
facts  and  figures  which  are  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  It  is  once  again  pleasing  to 
report  that  the  incidence  of  Infectious  disease  in 
this  area  is,  on  the  whole,  lower  than  that  shown 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  and  which 
therefore  means  that  this  can  undoubtedly  be 
considered  a healthy  district  in  which  to  live. 
Measures  which  in  this  department  are  continually 
being  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious 
disease  are  undoubtedly  helping  to  produce  a 


district  both  healthy  and  free  from  the  major 
infections  which  if  left  unchecked  would  undoubtedly 
spread  and  become  epidemic* 

During  1958  no  outbreak  of  any  infectious 
diseases  occurred  and  likewise  there  was  no  outbreak 
of  Influenza  as  occurred  during  1957.  Only  one  case 
of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified.  There  were,  however, 
a relatively  large  number  (151)  cases  of  Dysentery 
notified.  Those  did  not  occur  in  a large  outbreak 
but  were  notified  as  occurring  all  over  the  district 
at  different  times  of  the  year*  Only  six  of  these 
cases  were  ill  enough  to  be  admitted  to  hospital. 
Fortunately  no  person  died  from  this  disease.  I 
feel  that  a number  of  these  cases  could  have  been 
avoided  if  the  standard  of  cleanliness  and  personal 
hygiene  in  the  home  was  raised  to  a higher  level. 

No  true  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  the 
district  and  here  I feel  I must  pay  tribute  to  the 
catering  establishments  and  shopkeepers  in  the 
district  who  are,  on  the  whole,  observing  the  Food 
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Hygiene  Regulation  requirements.  There  is  unfortun- 
ately a section  of  caterers  and  purveyors  of  food 
which  is  not  at  all  times  carrying  out  the  require- 
ments of  the  Hygiene  Regulations  and  in  this  respect 
I would  ask  the  public  to  refrain  from  dealing  with 
such  shops  particularly  where  obvious  breaches  of 
the  hygiene  regulations  take  place.  What  is  more 
important  is  to  tell  the  proprietors  why  they  are 
discontinuing  their  custom.  Undoubtedly  this 
would  make  a far  greater  impact  on  the  Trader  and 
it 1 s effect  would  be  to  bring  such  cafes, 
restaurants,,  food  shops  etc.,  up  to  a good  hygienic 
standard  more  so  than  any  legislation  itself  can 
attain. 

Tuberculosis . 

The  Number  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
diagnosed  during  the  year  was  38  compared  with  80  for 
last  year, 

I would  once  again  advise  everybody  to  have 
their  chest  x-rayed  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit, 
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as  this  procedure  not  only  discovers  early  cases  of 
tuberculosis  but  reveals  other  diseases  of  the 
lungs  which,  if  discovered  early,  have  a much 
greater  chance  of  being  cured. 

Diphtheria, 

Once  again  no  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been 
notified  in  the  district  - which  state  of  affairs  can 
can  only  be  maintained  if  the  children  in  the 
district  continue  to  receive  inoculations  against 
this  dread  disease. 

The  population  of  the  district  as  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  has  increased  by  5000  from 
mid  1957  to  mid  1953  (see  Graph.  ) The  live 

birth  rate  for  the  district  per  1000  of  the 
population  has  increased  from  20  to  20,9  as  compared 
with  16,4  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  corrected  death  rate  per  1000  estimated 
average  population  was  11.4  compared  with  1137  for 
the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 
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There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  district  in 
the  number  of  persons  dying  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
In  1957  It  was  17  (16  males  and  1 female)  and  in 
1958  it  was  (14  males  and  3 females).  There  has, 
however,  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  coronary  angina  disease  - 119  as  against  81 
in  1957. 

Housing. 

During  the  year  under  review  steady  progress 
has  been  made  in  dealing  with  those  houses  which 
are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  are  incapable 
of  repair  at  reasonable  expense. 

The  problem  of  rehousing  persons  living  in 
such  houses  is  being  dealt  with  .just  as  quickly  as 
new  houses  can  be  provided. 

I feel  It  is  my  duty  to  point  out  the 
necessity  of  providing  dwellings  for  occupation  by 
aged  persons,  as  undoubtedly  the  increase  In 
longevity  is  creating  a problem  In  this  respect* 
which  problem  is  confronting  the  country  as  a whole

In  this  area  it  must  be  remembered  that  over 
12%  of  the  population  are  aged  65  years  or  more  and 
this  percentage,  with  the  advance  in  both  preventive 
and  curative  medicine,  will  undoubtedly  increase. 

The  communal  old  persons  home  is  not  the  complete 
answer  to  this  problem.  Old  persons  are  - in  the 
main  - determinedly  independent  and  for  their  own 
wellbeing  should  be  encouraged  to  remain  so.  Some  - 
although  well  enough  to  look  after  themselves  - need 
;just  a little  supervision  and  or  assistance  and  it 
was  with  this  in  mind  that  I originally  suggested 
the  building  of  flats  with  a resident  warden.  Doyle 
House  was  built  at  Bedhampton  as  a pilot  scheme  and 
it  will  be  remembered  this  block  of  flats  is 
designed  so  that  each  flat  is  self-contained,  and 
one  central  flat  is  provided  for  a resident  warden, 
so  that  in  cases  of  difficulty  or  danger  assistance 
can  be  summoned  by  the  mere  ringing  of  a bell. 
Eventually  a similar  block  of  flats  - in  fact  almost 
a replica  of  the  first  - was  built  at  Emsworth.  I 
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feel  the  time  has  now  arrived  to  build  more  of  this 
typo  of  accommodation  for  the  housing  of  the  aged. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  if  this  type  of  accomo- 
dation is  not  available,  then  a number  of  elderly 
people  will  have  to  be  removed  to  Part  III  accomo- 
dation (Old  Persons  Homes)  which  not  only  destroys 
their  independence,  but  is  much  more  costly. 

Further,  If  at  any  time  - although  I cannot  envisage 
such  a situation  - these  flats  be  not  required  for 
aged  persons  they  will  make  highly  satisfactory 
dwellings  for  childless  couples  or  single  persons. 

I would  especially  like  to  see  some  of  these 
flats  erected  in  the  Leigh  Park  area  where  at  the 
present  time  the  only  provision  for  the  housing  of 
old  people  is  In  large  blocks  of  three  storey  flats 
with  no  resident  warden. 

Improvement  Grants  or  Conversion  Grants . 

During  the  year  under  review  38  improvement 
grants  were  approved  by  the  Council,  and  undoubtedly 
a number  of  these  houses  which  would  have  become 
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derelict  were  saved  by  grant  aid.  In  other  cases 
houses  which  were  much  too  large  for  present  day 
families  were  converted  into  two  or  even  three  self 
contained  units  of  accommodation.  These  Grants 
have  undoubtedly  been  a great  help  in  improving  the 
housing  standards  in  the  district  and  also  in 
increasing  the  number  of  housing  units  available. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 . 

In  April  of  the  year  under  review  (1958)  this 
Authority  became  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and 
took  over  ail  the  duties  under  the  above  Act  from 
the  County  Council  Virtually  this  means  that  the 
sampling  of  all  articles  of  food  is  carried  out  by 
this  Department  instead  of  by  County  Council 
Sampling  Officers  coming  from  a long  distance.  Thi 
is  a much  better  working  arrangement  as  the  Health 
Inspectors  have  such  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
district  that  they  take  samples  where  and  when  they 
feel  it  to  be  most  necessary.  In  the  main  body  of 
this  report  you  will  find  a list  of  the  samples 
taken  and  the  results  obtained* 
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Shops  Act  Inspection  and  Hackney  Carriage t 


For  many  years  now  Mr.  A.W.R.  Turnbull,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  has  performed,  in  addition 
to  his  other  duties,  the  duties  of  Petroleum  Officer 
and  Hackney  Carriage  Inspector.  Duties  under  the 
Shops  Act  regarding  Sanitary  accommodation  were 
undertaken  by  all  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

When  in  1958  this  local  Authority fs  work  and  the 
rapid  expansion  of  the  district  made  it  impossible 
for  this  state  of  affairs  to  continue,  a combined 
appointment  was  made  of  a Shops  Act  Inspector/ 
Petroleum  Officer  and  Hackney  Carriage  Inspector. 

Mr.  J.  Hewison  took  up  this  appointment  on  the 
1st  June,  1958,  and  has  had  made  a report  which  is 
included  on  another  page.  I am  pleased  to  say  that 
certain  parts  of  the  work  which  could  not  have  been 
covered  under  the  former  arrangements  arc  now  being 
adequately  dealt  with. 

I said  at  the  commencement  of  this  report  that 
the  health  of  this  district  was  good  and  that  It  is 
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up  to  us  to  promote  the  highest  standards  of  well- 
being. In  its  pursuit  ail  facets  of  life  are 
touched  - our  mode  of  living,  our  work,  our  diet, 
our  facilities  for  leisure,  the  houses  in  which  we 
live,  the  clothes  we  wear  - the  list  is  never 

ending.  The  nation *s  health  reflects  the  health 
and  prosperity  of  its  citizens.  A great  statesman 
uttered  the  heart  of  the  matter  when  he  declared 
that  ”The  health  of  the  people  is  really  the  founda- 
tion upon  which  all  their  happiness  and  all  their 
powers  depend1*.  We  ignore  this  doctrine  at  our 
peril. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  whole 
of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who 
during  the  year  have  worked,  not  only  efficiently, 
but  as  a team  with  always  a common  object  in  view  - 
the  prevention  of  disease  and  the  promotion  of 
health.

HAVANT  CHEST  CLINIC . 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  to 
me  by  Dr*  J. P.  Sharp,  Chest  Physician,  Queen 
Alexandra  Hospital,  Cosham* 

The  total  number  of  tuberculous  patients  on 
the  register  at  31st  December  1958  was  701  of  which 
666  wero  respiratory  cases.  This  is  a net  increase 
of  37  over  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  new 
cases  diagnosed  during  the  year  was  38.  New 
contacts  examined  for  the  first  time  totalled  30  men, 
78  women,  and  162  children,  and  the  number  of  B.C.G-. 
vaccinations  carried  out  were  91. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  modern  methods  of 
detection  such  as  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  has 
brought  this  disease  under  control,  and  the  discovery 
of  new  drugs  has  made  it  possible  for  patients  to  be 
discharged  from  hospital  in  a much  shorter  period 
than  in  the  years  past,  and  there  seems  every 
prospect  of  tuberculosis  decreasing  with  the  years.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Portsmouth 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  K.E.  Hughes,  M.B.E., 
M.R.C.S. , L.R.C.P, , has  continued  to  carry  out  all 
the  bacteriological  examination  needed  for  the 
routine  health  administration  of  the  district. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Hughes  and  his  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  their  help  and 
advice  which  has  always  been  so  readily  available. 

Where  it  has  been  necessary  to  submit  samples 
for  chemical  analysis  Mr.  A.L.  Williams,  P.R.I.C., 
the  Public  Analyst  to  the  City  of  Portsmouth,  has 
readily  undertaken  the  investigations  requested. 
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HOME  HELP  SERVICE . 


During  the  year,  247  applications  for  assistance 
were  received.  Of  this  number,  85  were  subsequently 
withdrawn  either  because  the  applicants  had  made 
private  arrangements  or  were  admitted  to  hospital  and 
27  were  carried  forward  as  advanced  bookings  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

In  two  cases,  residential  help  was  given  to 
maternity  cases,  where  the  husband  was  away  from  home 
and  there  was  no  relative  available  to  care  for  other 
young 'children  who  might  require  attention  during  the 
night,  whilst  the  time  the  mother  was  confined  to  bed. 

There  were  24  Home  Helps  on  the  register  at  the 
beginning  of  1958,  and  of  this  number,  11  left  the 
Service  and  8 new  Helpers  were  engaged.  They  dealt 
with  an  average  of  62  cases  each  week  and  the  total 
number  of  hours  used  for  the  year  was  31564. 

The  Home  Help  Office  has  now  been  transferred  to 
"Church  House",  The  Pailant,  Havant,  (telephone  number, 
Havant  2149)  and  the  Organiser  is  normally  in  the 
office  from  9 a,m,  to  11  a.m.  The  siting  of  the 
office  In  Havant-  (it  was  previously  at  Petersfield) 
has  made  it  much  easier  for  members  of  the  public  who 
need  the  services  of  a Home  Help,  to  contact  the 
Organiser.

Maintenance  of  l:Main  rivers11  has  been  carried 
out  by  the  Hampshire  Rivers  Board  throughout  the 
year. 

Water  courses  and  Ditches . 

The  maintenance  of  watercourses  and  ditches  has 
been  continued  in  accordance  with  the  Council's 
established  policy  e«g.  to  maintain  sufficiently  far 
down  stream  of  a highway  to  prevent  flooding  of  the 
highway  and  down  stream  of  a culvert  or  storm  water 
sewer  outfall  to  prevent  silting  of  the  culvert  or 
pipes. 

Surface  Water  Drainage . 

The  policy  of  piping  highway  ditches  in  built-up 
areas  has  been  pursued.  Ditches  on  new  estates  have 
generally  been  piped  by  the  developer  under  notice 
given  under  S.262  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

The  Bedhampton  surface  water  drainage  scheme  has 
been  completed. 

Soil  Drainage. 

The  following  main  drainage  schemes  have  been 
commenced  by  contract s- 

Stockheath  Trunk  Sewer  (January  1959) 
Bedhampton  11  11  (May  1959) 

Emsworth  Relief  (August  1959) 

A new  pump  has  been  installed  at  the  Eastoke 
Pumping  Station,  new  Ejectors  at  West  Town,  Hayling 
Island.,  and  work  commenced  on  the  construction  of  an 
Ejector  Station  to  serve  at  North  Shore,  Hayling 
Island. 
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A total  of  47  properties  have  been,  converted 
from  cesspools  to  main  drainage  within  the 
district,  but  there  are  still  602  properties 
known  to  be  drained  to  cesspools . This  compares 
with  617  in  1957  and  is  due  to  52  properties 
being  erected  without  main  drainage. 

Private  sewers  have  been  laid  to  the 
Council fs  Specification  and  under  supervision 
with  a view  to  future  adoption,  on  various 
privately  developed  estates  within  the  Urban 
District. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  removal  of  household  refuse  is  effected, 
on  a once-weekly  basis,  from  approximately  21,050 
premises,  by  means  of  a fleet  of  modern  closed 
type  refuse  collection  vehicles.  The  refuse 
collected  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  at  Budds  Farm,  Havant,  and  Fielders  Park, 
Purbrook*  An  estimated  quantity  of  22,500  tons  of 
refuse  was  disposed  of  in  this  manner. 

Street  Cleansing. 

The  long-standing  system  of  street  sweeping 
by  lengthmen  is  being  progressively  replaced  by 
mechanical  means.  The  Council  operate  two  Lewin 
Sprinkler-Sweeper-Collectors  for  this  purpose,  and 
together  they  sweep  approximately  180  miles  of 
roadside  channel  woekly. 

A decreasing  number  of  lengthmen  are  still 
employed  on  footpath  cleansing  and  other  mainten- 
ance on  minor  roads. 

Special  arrangements  are  in  force  to  give 
more  frequent  attention  to. shopping  and  other 
busy  centres.

On  the  1st  April  1958  the  Public  Health 
Department  took  over  the  duties  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Sampling  previously  administrated  by  the  Weights 
and  Measures  Inspector  of  the  County  Council.  From 
the  1st  April  1958  to  the  31st  December  1958,  108 
samples  of  Food  and  Drugs  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  analysis,  the  Public  Analyst 
being  Mr,  A,L.  Williams,  F.  R.I.C,  of  the  City  of 
Portsmouth.

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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS, 


There  is  permanent  accommodation  for  about 
2,000  caravans  on  Hayling  Island,  The  great 
majority  of  these  are  used  for  holiday  purposes, 
providing  healthy,  carefree  holidays  for  city 
dwellers.  They  are  now  an  established  means  for 
providing  a cheap  holiday  for  the  family  without 
causing  too  great  an  increase  of  work  for  the 
mother * 

The  weather  gave  rise  to  a number  of  complaints 
due  to  mud  and  at  one  camp  the  lay  out  has  been  re- 
arranged so  that  hardcore  roads  can  be  provided  to 
alternate  rows  of  caravans  so  improving  conditions 
during  inclement  weather. 

No  new  camps  opened  but  the  request  for  sites 
increased.  Short  stay  tenting  and  caravaning  was 
accommodated  on  three  fields  on  the  Island, 

Holiday  Camps . 

One  new  camp  opened.  The  chalets  are  set  in 
woodlands  and  provide  larger  living  units  than  those 
usually  provided.  The  dining  and  club  is  in  a large 
house  in  the  grounds  together  with  several  bedrooms 
which  provide  a hotel  type  of  accommodation. 

The  all  electric  kitchen  is  of  a high  standard 
and  is  a clean  easily  worked  unit. 

The  other  camps  have'  all  carried  out  improve- 
ments and  alterations,  some  at  the  request  and 
suggestion  of  this  Department.  The  most  important 
Item  was  the  Inclusion  of  a sterilising  unit  at  the 
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one  remaining  untreated  swimming  pool.  This  was  the 
first  season  when  all  the  samples  of  swimming  bath 
water  taken  was  proved  to  be  clear  of  bacteria  and 
each  of  the  pools  presented  a sparkling  and  attractive 
appearance  throughout  the  season* 

RODENT  CONTROL . 

Since  rodents  are  the  most  adaptable  of  creatures, 
their  behaviour  varies  considerably * Any  generalisa- 
tion on  their  habits  is  therefore  particularly 
difficult.  If  rodents  were  not  largely  natural  in 
habits  we  would  be  far  more  aware  of  the  size  of  the 
rodent  population  of  this  country.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  the  common  rat  population  is  at  least 
as  large  as  the  human  population  of  G-reat  Britain. 

One  basic  requirement  of  rats  is  a protective 
refuge  for  adults  and  the  raising  of  young.  Their 
other  requirements  are  access  to  acceptable  food*  a 
supply  of  ’water,  and  materials  for  building  nests. 

Rats  and  mice  have  somewhat  poor  vision,  but 
acute  sense  of  smell,  taste  and  hearing*  Their  choice 
of  food  is  undoubtedly  based  on  taste  preference,  but 
these  should  not  be  judged  by  human  standards. 

Although  easily  frightened  by  unusual  sounds,  rats 
quickly  become  conditioned  to  noises  which  they  learn 
by  experience  cause  them  no  harm. 

Despite  the  fact  that  man  has  been  steadily 
killing  rats  for  thousands  of  years,  he  apparently  has 
not  been  killing  them  fast  enough.  This  is  not  the 
whole  answer.  Students  of  the  rat  problem  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  long  lasting  reduction  in  the 
number  of  rats  is  best  achieved  by  radically  changing 
the  environments,  reducing  their  food  and  harbourage 
and  increasing  the  competition  among  them. 

For  a long  time  rat  control  by  actual  killing 
is  likely  to  be  the  main  method  of  extermination. 
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Rodent  prevention  by  environmental  control  alone 
will  remain  a desirable  but  utopian  goal.  Most 
people  though  prepared  to  deal  with  their  own  rats, 
deny  all  responsibility  for  the  rats  of  their 
neighbours.  As  the  rats  themselves  refuse  to 
recognise  man-made  boundaries,  they  continue  to 
thrive. 

Experience  over  the  last  few  years  coupled 
with  considerable  technical  advances  in  the  develop- 
ment of  specialised  poisons,  has  led  to  a widespread 
acceptance  of  baiting  with  poisoned  food  as  the 
cheapest  and  most  effective  method  of  rodent 
extermination. 

The  only  control  measures  which  can  be  considered 
satisfactory  are  those  capable  of  achieving  complete 
clearance.  The  degree  of  success  of  any  operations 
must  therefore  be  measured  by  subsequent  absence  of 
rodent  damage  and  not  by  the  number  of  dead. 

Rats  reproduce  very  quickly.  The  common  rat 
reaches  sexual  maturity  at  the  age  of  two  months  and 
produces  an  average  litter  of  seven  or  eight  young 
from  three  to  six  times  a year.  The  peek  breeding 
months  in  Great  Britain  are  March  to  June,  although 
in  ideal  circumstances  rats  will  breed  during  every 
month  of  the  year,  and  twelve  litters  a year  from  a 
single  doe  are  not  unknown. 

Rats  are  very  suspicious  of  any  new  or  unusual 
object  placed  on  their  established  ranges,  even  a 
new  kind  of  food  being  approached  with  extreme 
suspicion,  and  sampled  with  great  caution.  If 
” strong” poisons  are  laid  without  the  precautions  of 
pre-conditioning  a rat  colony  to  feed  from  new  food- 
stuffs the  sight  of  violent  death  suffered  by  a few 
rats,  following  the  ingestions  of  sub-lethal  doses 
will  give  other  members  of  the  colony  sufficient 
warning  to  cause  refusal  of  the  bait. 
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It  is  not  generally  appreciated  that  the 
common  house  mouse  causes  almost  as  much  damage  and 
constitutes  as  great  a health  hazard  as  its  higger 
cousin,  the  rat*  The  mouse  is  an  agile  climber, 
an  efficient  burrower,  can  gnaw  its  way  through 
many  materials  such  as  w ood  and  plaster,  and  does 
not  display  any  ”new  object”  reaction*  Although 
usually  living  in  buildings,  ricks  and  other 
comfortable  sheltered  places,  house  mice  may  also 
be  found  out  of  doors  during  the  summer  months. 

They  prefer  to  live  close  to,  or  even  inside, 
stacks  of  foodstuffs.  Mice  can  subsist  without 
access  to  water,  apart  from  that  naturally  avail- 
able in  their  food. 

Proofing  measures  against  mice  are  extremely 
difficult  to  carry  out  efficiently,  as  these 
small  mammals  can  squeeze  through  any  crack  into 
which  human  fingers  can  be  inserted.  Although 
normally  restricted  in  their  range,  they  are  very 
often  carried  into  premises  with  goods*  Common 
vehicles  of  infestation  are  egg  cases,  cake  and 
bread  trays,  packages  and  cartons,  foodstuffs  etc. 
During  the  Autumn  and  early  Winter  a seasonal 
migration  of  field  mice  can  occur  from  their 
summer  quarters  to  the  more  comfortable  surround- 
ings of  houses,  stores  etc.,  which  afford  adequate 
warmth  and  protection  from  the  inclement  weather.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL. 


The  existing  staff  has  continued  with  the 
routine  measures  for  the  extermination  of 
Mosquitoes  in  the  Portsmouth,  Havant  and  Hayling 
Island  areas,  and  a report  on  its  work  is  as 
follows : - 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  work  was 
confined  to  the  winter  cleaning  and  trimming  of 
drainage  channels;  most  of  these  required 
squaring  up  and  de-silting. 

The  first  round  of  inspecting  and  oiling 
throughout  the  area  was  carried  out  towards  the 
end  of  March.  Periods  of  rain  had  caused  larvae 
to  become  scattered.  Weather  conditions  became 
progressively  worse  during  the  succeeding  months 
and  very  large  numbers  of  larvae  in  successive 
broods  hatched  out  and  it  became  necessary  to 
make  more  frequent  visits  to  the  breeding  areas 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  and  oiling  to 
destroy  the  very  numerous  larvae  and  pupae. 

A short  respite  occurred  during  the  first  two 
weeks  of  July  when  the  breeding  places  started 
to  dry  up,  but  subsequent  rains  started  off 
another  round  of  breeding,  the  climax  being 
reached  towards  the  end  of  August  when  all 
breeding  holes  and  low-lying  areas  in  the 
marshes  became  saturated  and  filled  to  overflow 
levels  and  nearly  all  places  containing  water 
became  heavily  infested.  The  operator  and  myself 
struggled  to  contain  this  outbreak  but  it  was 
inevitable  that  some  adults  emerged,  causing 
nuisance  in  certain  aroae. 

Work  v/as  made  more  difficult  by  the  heavy 
growth  of  vegetation  during  the  summer  months 
and  as  more  time  had  to  be  spent  inspecting  and 
oiling  drainage  work  was  running  a little  behind 
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schedule.  I would  like  to  stress  that  this  is 
a very  important  part  of  mosquito  control.  Many 
miles  of  drainage  channels  are  trimmed,  cleaned, 
regraded  and  de-silted  yearly.  More  could  be 
done  in  this  field  but  staff  limitations  will 
not  permit. 

Certain  non-return  sluices  have  become 
faulty  during  the  year.  These  matters  have  been 
reported  to  land-owners  concerned  and  work  is 
being  carried  out  on  at  least  two. 

Much  work  will  be  necessary  in  the  Sunshine 
Camp  ditch  and  the  Marshes  above  on  completion 
of  repairs  to  the  sluice  in  Pound  Marsh  where 
an  extensive  breeding  area  has  to  be  dealt  with 
and  drained.  It  is  hoped  to  start  this  work 
early  in  the  New  Year. 

SHOPS  ACT  1950. 

Mr.  Hewison  has  supplied  me  with  the 
following  information. 

It  was  not  until  the  1st  June,  1958  that 
Mr.  J.  Hewison  was  appointed  as  Shops  Act 
Inspector  for  the  Havant  and  Waterloo  Urban 
District  Council,  and  consequently  the  period 
covered  by  this  report  is  from  the  1st  June  1958 
to  31st  December,  1958. 

General  Inspection. 

It  was  some  time  after  taking  up  his 
appointment  that  the  work  of  general  inspection 
was  commenced  - the  reason  for  this  being  that 
his  other  duties  particularly  those  under  the 
Petroleum  Acts  needed  urgent  attention,  also  it 
was  necessary  to  have  a certain  amount  of 
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printing  done  before  inspections  could  be  made. 
However,  in  November  1958  a start  was  made  on 
systematic  inspection  and  during  November  and 
December  a total  of  95  visits  to  shop  premises 
were  carried  out  when  enquiries  were  made  with 
regard  to  the  following; - 

Weekly  half-day  closing  (shop). 

Evening  closing  hours. 

Sunday  trading. 

Weekly  half  holiday  (assistants). 

Meal  time  and  rest  periods. 

Heating,  ventilation,  toilet  and 
washing  facilities. 

Hours  of  employment  of  young 
persons. 

Statutory  notices  with  regard  to  : 

(a)  Weekly  half  holiday. 

(b)  Sunday  closing. 

(c)  Employment  of  Assistants. 

When  making  the  above  enquiries  a policy 
of  the  utmost  discretion  is  used  and  advise  and 
help  is  freely  given  as  it  has  been  found  that 
traders  are  generally  woefully  ill-informed  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  and  a definite 
effort  has  been  made  to  foster  a feeling  of 
confidence  and  trust  rather  than  one  of  fear 
and  doubt. 

On  visiting  each  shop  the  Act  has  been 
explained,  explanatory  notices  issued  and  an 
indication  given  that  the  Inspector  is 
available  at  any  time  for  advice  and  consultation 

Employment  of  Shop  Assistants. 

This  section  of  the  Act  is  probably  one  of 
the  most  important  and  a considerable  amount  of 
the  time  spent  on  inspection  is  devoted  to 
enquiries  on  this  subject. 
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The  facilities  provided  in  the  shops  already 
inspected  are  generally  good  but  in  certain  types 
of  shops  the  heating  arrangements  are  totally 
inadequate,  and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  improve 
the  standard  of  heating  in  these  shops. 

A Register  and  Card  Index  system  have  been 
started  and  it  is  expected  that  by  next  year 
statistics  will  be  available  to  show  the  number 
and  types  of  shops  and  assistants  employed  therein. 

Sunday  Trading, 

Time  has  been  devoted  to  observations  on 
Sundays  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  caution 
numerous  traders  for  selling  other  than  exempted 
articles.  It  has  been  found  that  where  contra- 
ventions have  taken  place  it  has  been  due  to 
ignorance  of  the  Act  and  not  wilful  intent  and 
under  these  circumstances  I think  that  a caution 
rather  than  a report  is  the  most  sensible  procedure. 
Once  the  Act  has  been  explained  then  most  traders 
are  quite' willing  to  conform  to  it. 

Statutory  Forms. 

For  the  convenience  of  traders  a supply  of 
the  Statutory  Shops  Act  Forms  relating  to  the 
employment  of  Assistants  has  been  purchased. 

These  are  retailed  from  the  office  or  at  the 
time  of  inspection  at  cost  price,  this  service  is 
very  much  appreciated  by  the  traders  who  would 
normally  have  to  send  off  money  to  Her  Majesty's 
Stationery  Office  for  these  forms. 

General. 

In  concluding  this  report  I would  mention  that 
only  part  of  the  Inspector's  time  is  spent  on  Shops 
Act  duties  as  the  Petroleum  and  Hackney  Carriage 
Acts  and  Byelaws  take  up  quite  an  appreciable 
amount  of  his  time.
